NONFICTION 


Amrine, Michael. The great decision. Put- 
nam, $3.95. February 27. 


An extremely readable and informative ac- 
count of some of the events surrounding 
President Truman’s decision to use the atom 
bomb against the Japanese. The Interim 
Committee’s vote to use the bomb for military 
purposes, the pro and con attitudes of nuclear 
scientists, the last-minute sending of the 
bomb to the Pacific, and developments at the 
July, 1945, Potsdam Conference are described 
with immediacy. Voicing his own opinions 
and conclusions in a final chapter the author 
contends that the U.S. should not have 
dropped the bomb without clear warning, or 
without a demonstration of it on uninhabited 
territory. 


Anastasia Nikolaevna, Grand Duchess of 
Russia. I am Anastasia; the autobiog- 
raphy of the Grand-Duchess of Russia. 
Harcourt, $4.75. January 21. 

The woman who claims to be Anastasia, 
youngest daughter of Nicholas II of Russia, 
reviews her early life in the royal household, 
the hardships of the revolution, the horrors 
of the execution of her family, her own 
rescue, and the subsequent years of illness 
and interrogation and examination by in- 
numerable people who supported or discred- 
ited her claim. The writer is firm in her claim 
without being vehement. The editor amplifies 
statements, gives background, and while he 
points out contradictory and puzzling factors 
in the case is apparently convinced that the 
claim is honest. Of particular interest be- 
cause of recent dramatized treatments of the 
case. Published in England under title: I, 
Anastasia. 


Belfrage, Sally. A room in Moscow. Rey- 
nal, $3.50. February 10. 

An American delegate to the Moscow Youth 
Festival, the twenty-one-year-old writer was 
among the group of young people who defied 
U.S. State Department regulations to visit 
Red China. Returning to the U.S.S.R. she 
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took a job editing English translations for a 
publisher in Moscow and spent five months 
there trying to find out not about the Rus- 
sian system but about how the Russian peo- 
ple live, think, and feel. This observant, per- 
ceptive, essentially nonpolitical record tells 
what she learned and expresses her belief 
that in tolerance and understanding at the 
human level lies man’s greatest hope for 
peace. 


Moscow, Alvin. Collision course. Putnam, 
$4.50. February 23. 

The July, 1956, maritime disaster involving 
the Andrea Doria and the Stockholm is re- 
corded with extensive detail and a good deal 
of drama. After setting the stage for the 
collision of the two liners the author goes on 
to give harrowing minutiae of the tragedy 
and ends with a rather technical description 
of the ensuing inquiry. He points out that 
the case was finally settled out of court after 
it was discovered that the Andrea Doria was 
improperly ballasted.

Tembler, Paul, pseud. The spring dance. 
Viking, $3. March. 

The week of the spring dance at Hilton was a 
period of rapid maturing for Howard Alex- 
ander Jackson, better known to his contem- 
poraries as Boots. The following were only 
a few of the happenings of that hectic week: 
the disappointing news that Weasy, Boots’s 
girl, couldn’t come to the dance, an exciting 
moment when learning suddenly came alive 
for him, the satisfaction of helping his team 
win the trackmeet, and the off-limits adven- 
ture of his first adult sex experience. Candid 
and authentic-sounding, the novel is for the 
discerning reader who is entertained by ado- 
lescent antics realistically yet sensitively 
portrayed.

The people of the 
Dead Sea scrolls in text and pictures. 
1958. 192p. illus. 10% in. Doubleday, $5. 
One of the more decorative and easily read 
additions to the growing number of books on 
the scrolls tells its story mainly in clear, well- 
displayed, captioned photographs, preceded 
by a 5l-page section of text. The author’s 
interpretations of disputed points are stated 
as though they were established fact; em- 
phasis is on the human beings responsible 
for the scrolls and on what the Qumran ruins 
tell of their lives.

Eckardt, Arthur Roy. The surge of piety 
in America, an appraisal. 1958. 192p. 
Association Press, paper-covered boards, 
$3.50. 


A critical analysis of the new piety in Amer- 
ica had its inception in an article printed in 
the Christian Century in November, 1954. 
Such phenomena as recent successful evan- 
gelical crusades, the appeal of popular ser- 
mons and inspirational books, and the marked 
rise in church attendance are weighed against 
the commercialism, opportunism, and con- 
flicting attractions of everyday life. The au- 
thor, head of the department of religion at 
Lehigh University, concludes that the various 
manifestations of piety, whether superficial 
or profound, may eventually lead to a true 
acceptance of faith. Predicated on the Bible 
and Christian tradition and teachings.

Excellent descriptions of visits to monasteries

and surroundings. He remarks on the history 
of various orders and monasteries but con- 
centrates on the present. Limited in appeal, 
but rewarding to those curious about con- 
temporary monastic life. Portions of the book 
originally appeared in Vogue, the London 
Times, and several British periodicals.

It is her 
contention that hats reveal much more than 
“mere whims of fashion.” Hats, over the 
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centuries, she demonstrates, have revealed 
the wearer’s age, sex, religion, matrimonial 
status, rank, profession, country, and na- 
tional customs. Over 150 hats are described 
and photographed, their origins and sym- 
bolism explained, and anecdotes about their 
use related.

The causes of 
world war three. 1958. 172p. Simon & 
Schuster, paper-covered boards with cloth 
backbone, $3.50; paper, $1.50. 


The U.S. military-political-economic power 
bloc described in The power elite (BooKList 
52:430, Je 15 56) looms over the present 
work which affirms that the men in author- 
ity talk of peace, yet practice for war. The 
close alliance between military and political 
plans, an economy dependent on war prepa- 
rations, the prevalence of mass indifference, 
and the absence of a strong American pro- 
gram for peace are, says the author, some of 
the prevailing conditions that can engender 
World War III. Stressing that it is realistic 
to view war, not Russia, as the enemy he 
charges U.S. intellectuals with the task of 
waging peace and offers guidelines and spe- 
cific suggestions. Both a depressant and a 
stimulant, the book deserves thoughtful read- 
ing and attention. Various portions have been 
given as lectures, and articles incorporated 
here in rewritten form originally appeared 
in the Nation and other periodicals.

ities in a democratic state. Mr. Simon, ‘a 
former teacher of English, examines the body 
of Shaw’s writing, extricates Shavian views 
on educational aims and methods from the 
mass of discursive polemics in which they 
lie buried, and demonstrates that Shaw’s 
proposals, though controversial, are also stim- 
ulating and frequently contain suggestions 
that deserve a hearing.

Williams, George Guion. Some of my best 
friends are professors; a critical commen- 
tary on higher education. 1958. 250p. Abe- 
lard-Schuman, $3.95. 


The author, who has been a professor for 30 
years, charges that American colleges, con- 
sidered as educational institutions and teach- 
ing instruments, “are almost universally 
faint-hearted, indifferent, and backward” 
and that they succeed, according to their own 
standards, with only about 10 to 15 per cent 
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of the students they enroll. Putting much of 
the blame on the professors themselves he 
wittily classifies and describes types of bad 
professors, giving special notice to those who 
are too busy doing research, publishing pa- 
pers, and scaling the academic ladder to 
fulfill their duties as teachers. He despairs 
too of the lack of self-criticism in institutions 
of higher learning, low teaching standards, 
red tape involved in admitting students, and 
other deficiencies. Suggestion of four ideals 
which he fears the colleges seldom maintain 
concludes a constructively critical, consist- 
ently stimulating book.

Margaret Mead has prepared this memorial 
volume to her teacher, colleague, and friend, 
using extracts from Mrs. Benedict’s profes- 
sional writings, correspondence, and jour- 
nals, and inserting background chapters that 
link the selections together. The result is not 
only an evaluation of Mrs. Benedict’s con- 
tribution to anthropology, but is alse a fully- 
rounded portrait of an extraordinary person, 
brilliant but almost abnormally shy, a scholar 
by chance who needed and belatedly found 
a consuming cause for her energies. A selec- 
tion of the poems that were her secret avoca- 
tion and a biographical sketch of Mary 
Wollstonecraft which was to have introduced 
a series on restless and enslaved women of 
the past reveal still other facets of a marked- 
ly reserved personality.

Sound is also related to language and its 
communication and to machine reproduction 
and transmission of this phenomenon. The 
writing is literate, not excessively technical, 
and should be readily understandable for 
the layman with a little background.
